"a plurality of fuse blocks connect to the fuse controller, the BISR scheme 
configured such that the memories share the fuse blocks, wherein the memories 
are configured in a serial chain, wherein one of the memories is connected to the 
fuse controller and the other memories are serially connected to each other and 
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to the memory which is connected to the fuse controller" as claimed in the 
independent claim 13; or 

"the memories share the fuse blocks such that the memories are 
configured in a serial chain, which one of the memories is connected to the fuse 
controller and the other memories are serially connected to each other and to the 
memory which is connected to the fuse controller" as claimed in the independent 
claim 19.
